President's Message 
Hello club members! 

Our long-time medals 
chairman, Don Swain passed away shortly before our last meeting on January 25th . I had the opportunity and 
privilege as well to attend his funeral services on February 4th . We had the opportunity to hear some of his life 
stories from his children and celebrate the way he shaped the lives of those in attendance. Our thoughts and prayers 
go out to the Swain family during this tough time. 

I would like to thank everyone who attended our January meeting, which was also the first meeting that I 
convened as your new president. It was great to get to talk to everyone, and learn a little bit more about each of you. 
We had a fantastic presentation by Drew Whitehead about the history of the penny in 1100’s England that I found 
extremely interesting. I find it interesting how social and economic issues of the time can be displayed through the 
money at the time. Like Drew explained in his presentation, it was risky for the person stamping coins to openly 
support one king or another, so they would stamp their coins in such a way that it was impossible to know who 
actually stamped that certain coin. That way they had plausible deniability if those coins fell into the wrong hands. 
Another great example of economic policy history shown through coins that I find extremely interesting is the Trade 
Dollar. Trade was becoming very popular with Eastern Asia in the mid 1800's, but our traditional silver dollars were 
not popular in places like China. In 1873, to compete with other foreign countries, the US designed and created a coin 
that was slightly heavier than the Morgan silver dollar. This coin would be used exclusively in trade with East Asia 
and were never meant to be used in circulation in the United States. However, they did find their way back here and 
caused issues with shop owners which lead to them being demonetized in 1876. 

I know it doesn’t feel like it right now, but Spring is just around the corner! I hope everyone is getting ready to go 
out on their first hunts once this never-ending snow finally stops. Personally, my wife and I are in the process of 
closing on a house right now. This house was built in an older part of West Jordan, so I am looking forward to 
detecting my own land for the first time once we have the keys. Just as a reminder, we will be having our first “Finds 
of the Month” in our March meeting, not this month, so please keep all your exciting finds at home for one more 
month! I also wanted to remind everyone that yearly membership dues are now owed, and we have a ton of new 
membership cards ready for each of you.
